the  Borough  which  remains  at  1,683  acres. 

Population;  The  resident  mid-year  population  of  the  Borough  as  estimated  by 
the  Eegistrar-^leneral  -was  3,090,  and  the  vital  statistics  are  based  on  this 
figure.  The  estiiaated  pop-ulation  is  higher  by  70  than  that  for  the  year  1953 
the  natural  increase  in  population,  that  is,  the  increase  of  births  over  deaths 
vras  32, 

Deaths;  Tho  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  Borough  by  the  Registrar- 

General,  after  adjusting  for  inward  and  outr/ard  transferable  deaths  is  31 . The 
death-rate,  based  on  tho  m.id-year  esiimatod  poxjiuLation  is  10,0  as  compared  with

Laboratory  Fc.cilitiGs : The  nation  of  pathological  apocimens  ond  samples 

of  \7ater  is  carried  out  by  the  public  IiccJ.th  LaTooratory  Service,  Oxford,  Tlie 
service  is  free  and  Medic aJL  Pra.ctitioncrs  in  the  Borough  submit  specimens 
direct  to  the  laboratory. 

.Ambulance  Faci li ties:  Cases  of  infectious  disca.sc  requiring  hospital  treo.t- 
ment  ane  removed  and  trco.ted  at  the  Isola.tion  Hospitals  at  Northampton  or 
O^eford. 

The  St.  John  Arobulance  Brigade  Service  continued  to  operate  during  the 
yean  under  review;.  The  Scr'/icc  oporo.tes  imder  contract  nith  the  Hospital 
Management  Authorit^r  and  xrrxs  available  for  the  removal  to  laospital  of  surgical 
and  non-inf cctious  cases.  The  service,  which  is  a,vaila:blc  by  day  and  niglat  is 
free  and  is  a great  anset  to  residents  of  the  Borough  and  smarounding  area, 

TreO'-tiaent  Centres  and  Clinics:  The  Infant  Helfarc  Clinic  continued  to  operate 
during  tno  yean  and  sessions  wore  held  on  the  second  Thurseny  in  every  month 
at  tlio  Women* s Institute,  Manor  Road,  Crthopaodi.c  Clinics,  Vision  Clinics 
and  Dental  Clinics  for  School  Chilincn  which  a.re  organised  by  the  County  Coiancil 
opora.tcd  during  the  year  under  review.  Ircvcntive  and  aftcr-oano  services  for 
tuberculous  cases  arc  axUninis’Ccrcd  by  the  County  Comacil. 

Nursing  in  the  Hone:  The  County  Council  opora.to  a ccnplete  nxarsing  service 
v/ithin  the  Borough  and  "Homo  ITclps"  arc  aivailablc  in  connection  with  infirm 
or  chronic  cases  treated  at  home.  The  "Ifter-care”  Committee  which  T/as 
established  diiring  the  yean  1955?  continued  to  operalo,  and  a.  body  of  -^Tilling 
•qorkors  organised  efforts  to  obtain  funds,  and  collect  clothing  for  distribution 
to  those  in  need,

V/atcr  Supply;  The  main  supply  of  ^■vater  for  'the  Boroiigli  is  from  a deep  t/c11 
v/ith  a fifteen  inch  boro  hole  at  tho  bottom,  A submersible  electric  pump  is 
used  to  raise  the  wa.ter  to  t'/vo  stora.go  tanlcs  of  120,000  and  12,000  gallons 
capa.city  respectively.  The  old  well  was  not  used  duning  the  yean  a.s  the  supply 
had  given  out,  and  the  old  oil  engine  plant  wa.s  drlsnantlcd.  The  wa,tcr  is 
chlorino.tcd  but  not  filtered  and  samples  taken  periodically  and  submitted  to 
the  lublic  Health  Lo.boraJcory  showed  tha.t  it  was  of  good  banterial  purity, 

■Ja-tor  from  the  supplementary  main  of  the  Bucks  Vfater  Board  System  was 
used  during  the  year  in  order  to  rest  the  water  in  the  Council's  Well  and  not 
unduly  to  roduco  the  head  level  of  the  wa.ter  in  the  boro-holo.  With  tlie  exception 
of  the  month  of  April  water  was  taJeen  from  the  supplcnentany  xoain  every  month 
of  the  yean  and  tho  total  gallonagc  taiccn  was  1+,  655  > 740* 

I ha.vo  stated  prcvi.6\isl.y  tha.t  the  storo.go- ca.pacity  at  the  YAater-works 
represents  approximntely  one  day's  consumption,  and  as  the  r.iaximum  gallonage 
daily  which  can  be  taJ.con  from  the  Bucks  Wa.tor  Board  supply  is  60,000,  tlie  need 
for  greater  stora.ge  capacitor  at  the  ■.Ya.terwcrks  is  felt  v.Hen  it  is  found  necessary 
to  change  tho  submersible  pump  which  is  a fairly  i:n.jor  operation, 

Scwa.gc  Di sp o s al ; Tho  sowage  disposal  works  comprising  two  fil'ccr  bods,  two 
sedimcnta.tion  tonics,  huoas  and  s3.:ad,go  "Is-goona  and  electrica.!  plant  for  lifting 
tlie  level  of  one  outfall  sewer  contirnod  to  function  satisfactorily. During  the 
heavy  rains  part  of  the  sewage  hm  to  be  diverted  to  the  land  as  the  works 
cannot  deal  Vvlth  these  increased  volunes.  With  the  exception  of  tvTonty-two 
houses  in  outla.;>dng  parts  of  the  district  whoro  levels  will  not  pcralt  connection 
with  the  system  of  sowers,  all  prer.lses  are  connected  to  the  sewora.ge. 

Rivers  and  Streams:  No  conpJ.aints  wore  received  regarding  pollution  of  tlie 
River  Ouse  in  bo  wliich  the  cffi.ucnu  from  the  so^Tage  disposal  works  dischargos. 

Camping  Sites:  There  arc  no  camping  sites  in  the  Borough.  Two  caravans  v/ere 
licensed  during  the  year  for  occupation  aaid  tlicsc  were  conducted  in  a proper 
manner. 

Smoko  Abci-temcnt : No  action  was  nccGssar3/’  in  connection  witli  smoko  a,batcmGnto 

S'vvimmin.g  Pool;  The  public  swimming  pool  owned  bjr  ’tlic  Council  was  used  during 
the  year  rand  wa.s  filled  with  water  from  tho  mains,  Chloi’os  is  regularly  a.ddod 
to  tho  water  in  order  to  maintain  a.  rca.sonablc  standard  of  purity,  but  it  is 
not  practicable  to  obtain  a.  constant  rcsiduaJ.  clilorinc  content  in  such  a.  large 
volvime  of  water  as  60,000  gallons  when  tho  wa.ter  is  chaiygod  onlj’"  tlrrcc  or  foir 
tines  during  the  soa.5cn.

Public  Cleansing;  House  rcfujse  was  collected  weeld.y  using  direct  labour 
and  a "Bantam"  ICarrier  refuse  collecting  vehicle  fitted  v/lth  sliding  covers. 
One  part  of  the  Borough  was  covered  on  Thursdays  and  the  other  on  Fridays. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  i^ct:  The  provisions  of  this  Act  were  operated 
by  PIr.  W.G. Bartlett  who  is  engaged  as  a part-time  operative.  Good  results 
were  obtained  by  the  use  of  Yfarfarin  vdth  oatmeal  baits.  Sewers  v/ere  test- 
bated  with  sausage  rusk  but  no  take  v/as  observed.  The  number  of  premises

Slum  Clearance  During  the  year  1955  the  Council  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  a statement  in  v/hich  the  estimated  number 
of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  within  the  meaning  of  Section  9 of  the 
Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  and  suitabl.e  for  action  under  Section 
11  or  Section  25  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  was  21.  These  houses  are  required 
to  be  demolished  within  a period  of  five  year.  No  action  was  taken  regarding 
these  houses  during  the  year  under  review. 

No  Council  Houses  v/ere  erected  during  the  year  under  review.  The  total 
number  of  Council  Houses  built  since  the  War  is204  • ^'oor  private  enterprise 
houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  there  v/ere  3 under  construction  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Iporoveiiexit  Grants ; Under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  ovmers  of 
drwelling  houses  may  apply  to  the  local  .authority  for  a-  grant  towards  providing 
additional  amenities  to  their  houses,  such  as  the  provision  of  constant  hot 
v/ater  and  indoor  sanitation  etc.,  and  the  local  authority  may,  subject  to  the 
submission  of  plans  and  competitive  tenders  for  the  work,  give  a grant  towards 
the  cost  which  may  be  up  to  fifty  per  cent  of  the  total  cost,  subject  to  a 
maximum  grant  of  £400.  During  the  year  one  grant  vras  made.

Milk  Supply  The  number  of  retailers  in  the  Boi''ough  is  2;  all  milk  retailed 
is  produced  outside  the  area. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  1955  Some  of  the  Regulations  came  into  operation 
on  1st  April  of  the  year  under  review,  and  others  on  1st  July,  The  Regulations 
provide  for  the  cleanliness  of  food  premises,  hygenic  methods  for  handling 
food,  the  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged  in  the  food  trade  and  the  action  to  be 
talceii'  when  they  suffer  from  o.r  are  ca.rriers  of  certain  infections.  The 
prer/isiens of  the  Regulations  were;  circularised  to  all  food  shops  in  the  Borough, 
There  are  20  food  shops  in  the  jirea  and  these  wiere  visited  regularly  to  sec 
that  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations  wore  boing  observed. 
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Rc’'.;:,^ilers  continusd  to  displc.y  notices  roqvi.osti'ag  the  puDlic  to  refrain 
from  taking  dogs  into  their  shops. 

Meat  and  Qether  Fooiis;  The  licenced  sla-ughtcr-houso  continued  to  opera.tc 
during  the  yoax.  ilio  nunhers  of  anii'xils  slaughtered  TToro  a.s  folloTrs:-

Regular  visits  Y/ere  made  to  the  slaughter-house  and  upon  inspection 
2aea.t  and  offal  vraigliing  14  cv/ts.  15  Us  vrere  found  to  be  diseased,  unfit  for 
consumption  and  v/ere  voluntarily  surrendered.  Diseased,  neat  and  offal  were 
regularly  collected,  by  a reputable  norchant  for  further  utilisation. 

The  following  foodstuffs  uere  also  voluntarily  siurrend.ered  from  food 
shops:  Part  top  side  of  beef  59  lbs;  6 lbs  corned,  beef;  5^  lbs  luncheon 
neat;  28  lbs  dried  apricots  and  45  tins  of  various  food.s. 

The  Northamptonshire  County  Council  uuder  povrcrs  corsferred  by  the  Pood 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955  took  samples  of  various  foods  in  the  Borough  during  tho 
year  and  I am  indebted,  to  Mr,  iuS.T/'allor,  Chief  Inspector  for  suppljdng  the

Romarks ; 

One  sample  of  non-dcsignated.  milk  contained  2,9  per  cent  of  fa.t 
insteadu  of  the  presumptive  minimum  of  3«0  per  cent  and  a sajuplo  of  Channel  Islands 
Milk  contained  3,8  pe.r  cent  fa.t  instead  of  the  standard  quantity  of  4.0  per  cent. 
There  Auas  no  exuestion  of  adaultoration,  the  slightly  leva  fat  content  being  almost 
cortadnly  duo  to  soc.sonal  cond.itions.  ;J.l  the  renadning  saiAiplcs  wore  entirely 
satisfactory. 

Sado  of  Food  (Weights  and  Measures)  Act,  1926:  Labelling  of  Pood  OrdLer,  1953, 

610  pre-pemked  articles  of  food  were  chocked,  for  'vveight  or  measure.  Only 
1 article  vaas  slightly  dLoficient  and.  2 vacro  not  correctly  laobolled.  No  legal 
action  was  necessary.

The  Borough  vaas  remarkably  free  from  infection  during  the  yean  and  no 
case  of  infectious  ddseaso  Yaas  reported.,
